Fo u r arm ed men held 10 ho stages in a 
ho u se west o f Dix o n fo r mo re than fo u r 
ho u rs late Thu rsday n ight an d early to ­ 
day befo re fleein g the ho me. Po lice cap ­ 
tu red three su sp ects sho rtly after 3:30 
a.m. n ear Bu da. 
On e o f the ho stages, Ran dy Hacker, 
Sterlin g, was p isto l-whip p ed by the men 
du rin g an altercatio n at the ho me lo cated 
o n Wo o dlan d Sho res Ro ad between Nel­ 
so n an d Wo o dlan d Sho res. 
A lo n e state tro o p er ap p rehen ded the 
trio , an d with the assistan ce o f Bu reau 
Co u n ty Sheriff’s Po lice tran sp o rted the 
men to Lee Co u n ty , where they are bein g 
held in jail o n charges o f armed ro bbery , 
armed 
v io len ce, 
theft, 
u n lawfu l 
re­ 
strain t, aggrav ated battery , p o ssessio n 
o f m ariju an a an d n o firearm s o wn er’s 
iden tificatio n card. 
Charged were An drew P. Scho tt Jr., 
20; Jo hn L. Lee, 21, an d Jam es E. Su tto n , 
19. Sheriff Ray Nehrin g said all the men 
listed Pekin -area addresses. 
Po lice co n fiscated large q u an tities o f 
m ariju an a, mo re than $1,500 cu rren cy 
taken fro m the ho stages, an d an arsen al 
o f weap o n s fro m the su sp ects’ car, a 19 6 8 
Thu n derbird. 
A fo u rth p erso n remain s at large. 
The bizarre ep iso de began at 9 p .m. 
when , acco rdin g to sheriff’s dep u ties, the 
men , drap ed in sto ckin g cap s, kn o cked 
o n the do o r o f the ho me o wn ed by Do u g 
Dawso n . 
Say in g they had car tro u ble, the men 
en tered the ho me carry in g rifles an d o r­ 
dered the fiv e o ccu p an ts u p again st a 
wall, where they were tied an d gagged. 
The men co v ered their faces with n y lo n 
sto ckin gs to fu rther hide their iden tity , 
dep u ties said, as they wen t thro u gh the 
ho me takin g articles.

The men , ap p aren tly waitin g fo r 
Dawso n to retu rn , stay ed at the ho me u n ­ 
til 1:30 a.m. The ho stages to ld p o lice 
their cap to rs walked aro u n d the ho me 
drin kin g liq u o r an d smo kin g m ariju an a. 
Dawso n did n o t retu rn ho me u n til af­ 
ter the ho stages were released an d p o lice 
had been called. Po lice said Dawso n was 
atten din g a ro ck co n cert in Chicago . 
As the men waited fo r Dawso n ’s re­ 
tu rn , fiv e o ther p erso n s cam e to the ho me 
an d each were met with the en d o f a rifle 
barrel. After bein g tied an d gagged, they 
were held with the o thers, dep u ties said. 


Hacker rep o rtedly said so methin g the 
men didn 't like befo re he was hit in the 
fo rehead with o n e o f the rev o lv ers. Fiv e 
stitches were req u ired to do se the 
wo u n d, at KSB Ho sp ital. 
Dep u ties arriv ed at Dawso n ’s ho u se 
abo u t 1:40 a.m . The ho stages gav e dep u ­ 
ties a descrip tio n o f the car after their 
cap to rs dro v e o ff in a so u therly directio n . 
An ISPERN (Illin o is State Po lice E m er­ 
gen cy Radio Netwo rk) m essage was sen t 
o u t statewide with the ca r’s descrip tio n . 
Less than two ho u rs later the trio was ap ­ 
p rehen ded. 
Po lice co n fiscated n u mero u s articles 
fro m the car, in clu din g two rifles with a 
teleso p ic len s; two sho tgu n s; a 9 mm re­ 
v o lv er, later fo u n d to be sto len fro m 
Galesbu rg; a 38 an d .22-caliber rev o lv ­ 
ers; sev eral small han dgu n s; a scale, 
an d mo re than 500 gram s o f m ariju an a. 
The ho stages were iden tified as H 
Dean P ratt. Rt. 3; To m Petitti, Pen ro se 
Rd.; Darrel J. Qu igley , Rt. 5; Derek J. 
Hu n ter an d his wife, Phy llis, Rt. 4; Ray 
Jimen ez, Mo o re’s Trailer Co u rt; Jan et 
My rick; Lan a Ben n e, Sterlin g; Hu n ter 
an d Jaco bs. 
Altho u gh n o mo tiv e was giv en fo r the 
abdu ctio n , dep u ties said the fo u rth man 
ap p aren tly kn ew Dawso n . The in ciden t 
co u ld hav e been dru g-related, au tho rities 
said. 
The three men were u n dergo in g in ten ­ 
siv e q u estio n in g this mo rn in g in the Law 
En fo rcemen t Cen ter. The iden tity o f the 
fo u rth man was n o t kn o wn , altho u gh 
similar charges are o n file fo r the su s­ 
p ect. 
Nehrin g said the ho u se has been a su s­ 
p ected han go u t fo r dru g-u sers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Year 
ro u n d day light sav in g time will 
go in to effect in almo st all 
p arts o f the Un ited States Su n ­ 
day as p art o f Presiden t Nix ­ 
o n ’s en ergy -co n serv atio n p ro ­ 
gram. 
It will be the first time the 
n atio n has been o n y ear-ro u n d 
day light time sin ce Wo rld War 
II 
All bu t two states — In dian a 
an d Hawaii — ap p aren tly wili 
set their clo cks ahead o n e ho u r 
at 2a.m . Su n day , altho u gh fo u r 
o ther states hav e ap p lied fo r 
ex emp tio n s an d o ther p arts o f 
the n atio n co u ld be ex emp ted 
by state legislatio n . 
In dian a has p assed legislatio n 
in the p ast ex emp tin g it fro m 
day light time, an d the state 
was ex clu ded fro m the n ew bill. 
Hawaii was ex emp ted becau se 
o f its lo catio n n ear the Eq u a­ 
to r, where there is little seaso n ­ 


al v ariatio n in the n u mber o f 
day light ho u rs. 
Un der the legislatio n , Presi­ 
den t Nix o n — o r his design ated 
rep resen tativ e — can ex emp t 
an y state fro m day light time if 
the state’s go v ern o r can sho w 
the time chan ge wo u ld wo rk 
u n du e hardship o r that rem ain ­ 
in g o n stan dard time du rin g the 
win ter mo n ths wo u ld sav e mo re 
fu el.

The switch to day light time 
has been to u ted by the White 
Ho u se as an en ergy -sav er, al­ 
tho u gh man y su p p o rters o f the 
bill ackn o wledge they are u n ­ 
su re what effect, if an y , the 
m easu re will hav e o n the en er­ 
gy crisis. 
The White Ho u se has claimed 
that shiftin g an ho u r o f day light 
fro m the mo rn in g to the ev e­ 
n in g ho u rs co u ld cu t back elec­ 
tricity an d heatin g deman ds by 
as mu ch as three p er cen t, p ar­ 
ticu larly in the n o rthern re ­ 
gio n s o f the co u n try . This co u ld 
mean a sav in gs eq u iv alen t to 
150,000 barrels o f o il a day , the 
adm in istratio n has said. 
It say s p eo p le wo u ld n o t n eed 
to tu rn o n their lights as early 
at n ight if day light sav in gs 
time was in effect.

R EFLEC T IO N S- The 210 mil­ 
lion people of the United States re­ 
quire almost 640 billion calories of 
food daily and that is enough energy 
to send 56 Saturn rockets to the moon 
or to heat 2.75 million homes a day. 
And the average citizen con­ 
sumes almost 2,000 gallons of gaso­ 
line per year and it takes the energy 
equivalent of about 10 gallons of gas­ 
oline annually to watch a black and 
white tdevision set and more for 
color TV. 
These stats might suggest anoth­ 
er reason for lopping off our calorie 
intake and seriously going on a diet 
to shed pounds as well as to help the 
energy crunch. 
Also, there can be a suggestion it 
would be a good idea to get outdoors 
getting some exercise rather than 
sedately facing the boob tube. 
There is one thing about shortag­ 
es and we experienced it here at the 
newspaper when we faced a short­ 
age of newsprint and that is you can 
discover better ways of what you 
have been doing which often help to 
r^ieve the shortage and also pro­ 
duces a better service or product. 
Scientists are also looking into 
new ideas. For instance, a bu^el of 
com and of wheat each can produce 
almost three gallons of alcohol 
which can be used for fuel rather 
than for giggle juice. 
Researchers are also experi­ 
menting with chemically treating 
and then physically distilling soy­ 
bean oil. If successful, the product 
generated could be used as a substi­ 
tute for gasoline or other fossil fuel. 
Also, which has been somewhat 
publicized, scientists know energy 


could be obtained from many solid 
wastes if technology can be devel­ 
oped to make it economically feasi­ 
ble. 
It has been estimated the U.S. 
produces 940 million tons of solid 
wastes each year which may have 
an energy value equal to 1.2 billion 
barrels of oil which is almost 18 per 
cent of our oil use at the fH*^ent 
time. 
In the area of ajgriculture, custom 
spraying of certain types of fertiliz­ 
ers and pesticides can save fuel 
since the amount used is about one- 
third as much as if applied on the 
ground. 
Also, diesel powered tractors 
take 36 per cent less fuel to operate 
than gasoline burning engines and 64 
per cent less than liquid petroleum 
using tractors.

Former professor and Rand mili­ 
tary analyst James R. Schlesinger— 
onetime head of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, then chief of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency and now 
Secretary of Defense—is convinced 
Leonid Brezhnev and his associates 
in the Kremlin agreed to a ceiling on 
antimissile defenses because they 
were afraid of the U.S. Safeguard 
system. 
The Russians did not believe all 
that Safeguard's detractors in Con­ 
gress and elsewhere said about this 
heavily debated project, Schlesinger 
believes. They could see for certain 
that here the United States was far 
ahead of the USSR technologically 
and was, in addition, willing to 
match Russia numerically. 


The situation in offensive weap­ 
ons was different. The Russians 
could clearly see they were in a posi­ 
tion to catch up in strength if U.S. 
weapon production continued vir­ 
tually to stand still and research and 
development of radically new forms 
of missiles moved ahead at a rela­ 
tively slow pace. 
The only way the second round of 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT II) now in progress can suc­ 
ceed, Schlesinger believes, is for the 
United States to push ahead on re­ 
search and development so vigor­ 
ously and imaginatively that the 
Russians see us as steadily pulling 
aurnv ahead of them, and for Wash­ 
ington to show Moscow this country 
is willing to match the Kremlin’s in­ 
creases in missile numbers and 
power. 
We must do this, he says, so con­ 
vincingly the Russians will be cer­ 
tain that in any contest they will 
surely slip further behind. Then, if 
^hlesinger has analyzed the situa­ 
tion correctly, Brezhnev will come 
to an agreement that has meaning. 
Otherwise no.

Undermining common cause 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Recently I talked at length to one 
of the most seasoned woman politi­ 
cians in the country, and learned 
that the matter which troubled her 
most was what she conceived to be 
the rampant divisiveness in the na­ 
tion. 
Though a Democrat, she did not 
automatically charge, as some in 
her party do, that it is all President 
Nixon’s fault, that he has pitted 
group against group in two elections 
and the interim years. She believes 
that Americans themselves are ad­ 
vancing the cause of separateness 
from each other. 


Present for part of the conversa­ 
tion was a young man devoted to the 
problems of what today are called 
the “ ethnics,” which in modern 
translation means European nation­ 
al minorities, and predominantly 
those from Eastern Europe. 
He argued, with a rationale that 
neither the woman politician nor I 
could follow, that in their current 
stage the ethnics were raising “ eth­ 
nicity” to new levels which were 
supportive rather than destructive 
of a broad sense of American natio­ 
nality and vital common endeavors. 
The woman, totally unconvinced, 
contended that the problem runs 
much deeper than the simple fact of 


separateness, where it exists, as be­ 
tween blacks and whites, the young 
and the adult, men and women, 
“ ethnics” and the older established 
Americans (some of whom had their 
own problems of separateness in an 
earlier era.) 
What she finds most disturbing is 
the active, sometimes vindictively 
militant promotion of this divisive 
spirit at the expense of all common 
cause. 


Her concern is especially inter­ 
esting, coming as it does from a 
Democrat of proven perception. 
For, while many Democrats have 
indeed laid heavy blame on Mr. Nix­ 
on, the Democratic party—in the 
name of more “ real freedom” —has 
by reforms widened participation in 
their processes to include many di­ 
verse groups which before 1972 
played little if any role. 
What this troubled lady sees right 
now is freedom taken to the point of 
license, freedom read as an in- 
grown, selfish preoccupation with 
the presumed needs and the conse­ 
quent demands of the separate 
group. 
She knows as well as anyone the 
argument, put forth sometimes by 
separatist leaders and sometimes by 
scholars and observers, that groups 
once deprived, disadvantaged or ig- 


nored must be allowed some leeway 
of overstatement and over-reaction 
in the quest for their “ identity” and 
a place in the sun. 
But she thinks the goals of atten­ 
tion-getting have been largely 
achieved, and that further militant 
exhorting to separatism is severely 
damaging both to the separatists 
and the country. 
Some separatist leaders would 
quickly snap back and say that the 
substantive goals they seek—equali­ 
ty of economic opportunity and stà- 
tus, as an example, for both blacks 
and women—have not been ap­ 
proached at more than a token 
pace. 
In some cases, this response .ig­ 
nores bigger gains. But probably the 
better contention is that, once “ iden­ 
tity” is achieved, excessive stress oh 
divisive attitudes is grossly self-de*- 
feating. 
It take two to separate. Surely We 
have needed to highlight the short­ 
comings of those Americans who 
have borne heavy responsibility for 
keeping groups in this society disad­ 
vantaged and unrecognized. But 
those battling for their place in the 
sun have to understand that resent­ 
ments cannot be carried forever, 
that the biggest gains will flow from 
making peace and common cause 
and finding true nationality. 
Vietnam is not all quiet 


SAKjrON (LEN S)— The heavy 
fighting that recently engulfed Kien 
Due in the highlands of South Viet­ 
nam has intensified debate in Saigon 
about the likelihood of a general 
communist offensive being launched 
next year. 


It revealed how much North Viet­ 
nam has increased its military cap­ 
ability in South Vietnam. Moreover, 
a North Vietnamese deserter dis­ 
closed that the battle was being con­ 
ducted by General Hoang Van Thai, 
now the chief of all communist forc­ 
es in South Vietnam, who had been 
in command on the Mekong delta 
front in the 1968 offensive and on the 
vital Quang Tri front in the 1972 of­ 
fensive. 
It is thought that the sudden 
surge of fighting was probably 
linked to North Vietnam’s plan to 
run a supply corridor through the 
area, and that as the dry season, tra­ 
ditionally the combat season, wears 
on, a regular pattern of such fighting 
may emerge. 


At Kien Due, a sad little town 
near the Cambodian border about 
100 miles northeast of Saigon, the 
communist forces, which were supe­ 
rior in both numbers and firepower, 
captured the town in 12 hours. This 
sent a shudder through the Saigon 
high command, which expected Gia 
Nghia, the provincial capital 15 
miles away, to be hit next. But it was 
not 
Reacting with unusual swift­ 
ness, the South Vietnamese threw 
the best part of a division into the 
battle, and within a week they re­ 
captured what was left of the town. 


The fighting was as violent as 
anything seen since the January 
ceasefire. It was reckoned to have 
cost both sides about 1,000 soldiers 
killed or wounded. The battle was 
followed by a lull. Intelligence re­ 
ports indicated that some of the 
North Vietnamese troops who over 
the past five weeks had captured 
three -amps in the area, cut the 
main overland supply route, High­ 
way 14. and then attacked Kien Due 


itself were withdrawing to bases in 
Cambodia. 
Despite their departure, the com­ 
munist forces are still in a position of 
strength along this part of the bor­ 
der; and they have drawTi in a large 
South Vietnamese force to defend 
the zone, inevitably weakening 
South Vietnam ’s defenses else­ 
where. 
Some members of the intelli­ 
gence community, trying to work 
out why Hanoi abruptly disengaged 
from the Kien Due battlefield, spec­ 
ulate that it had grossly underesti­ 
mated the strength and swiftness of 
Saigon’s reaction Kien Due was the 
first town in South Vietnam to be at­ 
tacked since the ceasefire. But it is 
argued that the battle there gave the 
North Vietnamese army some val 
uable exp4*rience in tank warfare. 
During last year’s offensive its 
lank forces made a mess of things, 
and it has been trying to develop the 
technical skills needcnl to make 
them more effective than they were 
then 
Comet-watching, space oddities 


LONDON (L E N S )- The Skylab 
astronauts scotched rumors that the 
comet Kohoutek had broken up by 
reporting that they could see it with 
the naked eye and its tail had now di­ 
vided into two forks. But astrono­ 
mers admit that Kohoutek is not go­ 
ing to be as spectacular as they had 
been forecasting when they made 
such a fuss about making sure the 
last Skylab crew were still in space 
to photograph it. 
But remembering the traditional 
association of comets with natural 
disasters. President Nixon and 
Prime Minister Heath may both be 
tempted to read of the dimming as a 
good omen. 
After examining the data sent 
back from the planet Jupiter by Pio­ 
neer 10, scientists are enthusing 
over the remarkable color photo­ 
graphs without, however, allowing 
anyone else to see them. Pioneer 10 
did, it turns out, come within an ace 
of being destroyed by Jupiter’s radi­ 
ation. 
Engineers had warned that it was 
going in closer than the instruments 
might stand and it was only by a 
hair’s breadth that it sustained so 
little damage. The scientists now 
have to accept that Pioneer 11, fol­ 
lowing a year behind Pioneer 10, will 


not be able to cut it so fine. 
Is there any point, therefore, in 
sending it on precisely the same 
mission, since it cannot go in any 
nearer than the 81,000 miles from the 
surface of Jupiter reached by Pio­ 
neer 10? Had Pioneer 10 gone wrong, 
Pioneer 11 would have been needed 
as a back-up, but now it might be 
l>elter to send it elsewhere. At the 
moment, it is ploughing through the 
asteroid belt between earth and Jup­ 
iter. 
In the excitement of the Pioneer 
10 triumph, the scientists have 
bc‘gun to ask themselves whether 
they should not change F^ioneer l l ’s 
course slightly, by sending it be­ 
tween two of Jupiter’s moons, and 
dispatch it off in the direction of Sat­ 
urn. Such details as Saturn being as 
far away again as Jupiter, so that it 
will take something like three more 
years for Pioneer 11 to get there, are 
being brushed aside as of minor im­ 
portance. 
Perhaps they are. It is only a 
short lime since the transmission of 
pictures from a space probe 260 mil­ 
lion miles away, which is Jupiter’s 
distance from the earth, would have 
seemed technically impossible. 
And not many would have taken 
bets on the condition of instruments 
Tre nc J? Proxy ha ir 


You’ve heard of hair transplants, 
made famous by, among other nota­ 
bles, a certain senator from Wiscon­ 
sin. Now there’s something called 
hair implants. 
The two are similar, but whereas 
transplanting involves seeding the 
barren male pate with one’s own 
hair taken from another part of the 
head or body, implanting is done 
with artificial hair. 
First, a surgical foundation of 
plastic, a webbing or netting similar 
to that in a tennis racket, is inserted 
in the scalp by a derniatologist. 
TTien synthetic hairs, matching the 
color and thickness of the client’s 
own hair, are impregnated into the 
webbing. 
Ugh. But the entire process is rel 
atively simple and painless since it 
is done under a local anesthetic. 
Cost for an implant ranges from 
$1,000 to $1,500. But it will usually 


last a lifetime and is said to be the 
Ijesl and most permanent type of ar­ 
tificial hair available. However, a 
“ checkup” once or twice a year, 
costing about $35 a visit, is recom­ 
mended 
Ugh again. Nevertheless, “ im­ 
plants are definitely the coming 
trend in hair replacement,” says 
Seymour Sperling, president of New 
York’s Hair Replacement Center, 
which holds the patent on the proc­ 
ess. 
“ Ten years ago, when a man was 
bald or had thinning hair, 
he 
wouldn’t even consider making a 
change. 
Today,” 
says 
Sperling, 
“ something can be done about bald­ 
ness that is lx)th socially acceptable 
a.s w(*ll as scientifically tested and 
men are doing it all the time.” 
Does he or doesn’t he? Only his 
hair implanter~ and his banker— 
may know for sure. 


that had been travelling through 
space for nearly two years to get 
there. 
Yet although one or two of Pio­ 
neer lO’s instruments went on the 
blink when it was closest to Jupiter, 
none actually broke down, and ali 
seemed to be functi(jning as it went 
past the planet and off into space. 
The Saturn venture does not 
s^m quite as improbable now as it 
did even 10 days ago. Saturn is un­ 
likely to be any more hostile a plan­ 
et than Jupiter, and for its improba­ 
bly .symmetrical rings alone it is 
worth a visit

Kohoutek 
is visible 
once again 
CHICAGO 
(A P )- The 
Adler Planetarium in Chi­ 
cago said Thursday that 
the comet Kohoutek can be 
seen by persons in the Mid­ 
west starting today . 
The comet, discov ered in 
March by Czech astrono­ 
mer Lubos Kohoutek, will 
set in the southwestern sky 
about an hour after sunset 
ev ery day through Jan. 20, 
a planetarium spokesman 
said. 
On the 20th, it will set 
about an hour and forty - 
fiv e minutes after sunset. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Some 
confusion has been created 
by printed reports about 
when to look for the Comet 
Kohoutek. 
This has come about be­ 
cause of the mov ement of 
the comet around the sun. 
On Dec 28 it went behind 
the sun and was not v isible 
at all, but starting today it 
has come back into v iew 
and may be seen an hour 
after sunset. 
Before Dec 
28 it may 
hav e been v iewed early in 
the morning 


Three of the 11 architectural firms which

Carl W agner, of the Peoria group, was 
known to sev eral commissioners since he is 
the son of the late Rev . Carl Wagner, long­ 
time m inister of the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church here. 
John McLane Jr. told the commissioners, 
in addition to being based locally , the firm of 
" Uich he is a partner with his father hav e 


been named architects for almost ev ery m a­ 
jor construction project here in the past sev ­ 
eral y ears. 


Eugene O’Neill, who rev ealed he and 
Woodburn had been in Minneapolis to aw ard 
bids for an ex pansion of the Donaldson Co 
factory at Chillicothe, Mo., told the council, if 
the architects are able to control two out of 
three of size, cost and q uality , the assurance 
will be increased of being able to arriv e at 
cost estim ates which will be close to actual 
bid amounts. 


Woodburn said architects should perform 
three functions for an owner: design a struc­ 
ture which the community can be proud of 
“We seek to find what y our need is and then 
work on y our term s” ; produce drawings 
which reflect the ideas of the owners and see 
that the owner “gets his money ’s worth.” 
O’Neil observ ed the site selected for a fa­ 
cility will “alter the cost of the project.” 
Wagner, answering a q uestion from Com­ 
missioner Jam es G. Burke about the idea of 


rehabilitating the Commonwealth Edison 
power plant for a City Hall, responded, “As a 
spectacular site, it would be great, but as a 
practical site, I hav e reserv ations about using 
it. 
“Limits of what could be done are set by 
the configuration of the structure, and the 
window ex panse would m ake it uneconomical 
to heat, light and m aintain the facility .” 
Robert Dageforde, an associate of Wag­ 
ner’s observ ed, “A study of the use of the 
building would hav e to be made to determine 
the feasibility of conv erting into a city hall.” 
Wagner stressed the firm he represents 
has been in business since 1932 and has a long 
record assuring integrity , ability and serv ice 
in their work for clients. 
McLane declared their firm has designed 
the YMCA, the public library ex pansion, the 
Lee County Law Enforcement building and 
many others here and “We had no prev ious ex ­ 
perience in such ty pes of construction, but we 
accomplished the jobs to the satisfaction of 
o»«»- clients. 


“From 90 to 95 per cent of our work is done 
10 minutes from Dix on, and if we hav e not 
been doing good work, we would not be here 
tonight for a return interv iew by y ou,” Mc­ 
Lane av erred. 


McLane emphasized he and his father 
hav e a familiarity with the sites which hav e 
informally been discussed and are fam iliar 
with all m ajor local contractors which he con­ 
tended will facilitate the work of architects on 
the project. 


McLane said of the sites which he had 
heard about he thought the best was “across 
the street from City Hall.” 
The architect further asserted, “This is 
the most important opportunity we will ev er 
hav e forev er if we get the city hall project. 
“We may , in the future, do bigger jobs but 
to build the city hall in the community in 
which we liv e will place a m andate upon us to 
do the best job we can.” 
The City Council plans to select one of the 
three firms at its Monday meeting.

“There is ju st no way in my 
mind to start today and hav e a 
nu clear plant in serv ice by 
1980.

“Ou r firm ’s committment is 
a pretty g ood indication that we 
believ e nu clear power is or can 
be a m ajor solu tion to the elec­ 
trical g eneration needs of this 
cou ntry in the long term .
